Mr. Talcott spoke first and in his re- 
marks made extensive mention of the 
former principal, Dr. Samuel Taylor.

He mentioned the need of the Academ 
for more funds and hoped the alumni 
could see their way clear to help Phillips 
financially. William Blaikie, L.L. B,, 
of Englewood, N. J., was unable to be 
present but a letter was read from him 
by the chairman. *% ; 

Charles: Moore, 1874, of Washington, 
D. C., was next called on and spoke in 
a happy vein, mentioning many. boyish 
escapades of his classmates and others 
told by the venerable Josiah Quincy 
during.a visit in Andover. He advised 
the boys to go into politics if they could 
afford it. He spoke feelingly of the 
work being done-by President: McKinley 
and thought the people ‘of this section 
did not half appreciate him. 

Rev. Franklin S. Hateh, [1s60, of Mon- 
son, Was a particularly pleasing speaker, 
Ile said much in praise of the presiding 
ofticer, Taleott William, saying of him 
that ‘he / knows more about different 
things than any one man in America.” 
His particular subject was the Literary 
Societies and their intluence. 

Prof. William A. Houghton, 1869, of 
Jowdoin College, Brunswick, Me., spoke 
next and was chiefly confined to the 
class of 1860 whose reunion day it was. 
He said that 


Phillips Andover was 
rightly reckoned to be the foremost 
school in the country. He was followed 
by Congressman Littlefield) who was 
euled upon although ‘unprepared to 
speak. He said that Phillips Academy 


filled its ranks from year to year, with 
the brain, and brawn and sinew of. the 
country Without advertising. ‘The only 
advertisement she needed,” he said, “was 
her alumni,” and in closing, said “I cer- 
tainly hope that the class of, 1809, start- 
ing ont’as it does with every advantage 
of education, training and?-so~forth, 
never will detract from, on the contrary, 
will add to the honor: the glory and the 
splendor of Phillips Academy. 

* Charles.N.. Kimball, president -of the 
class of 1809, was the final speaker. He 
called ‘the attention of the class to the 
fact that the reputation of Phillips rests 


‘upon her graduates and urged the mem- 
bers of the class of. 1899 to bring her 
honor, ? 

After the graduating class had given 
a number of P. A. cheers and had 
cheered Dr. Bancroft, Talcott Williams 
the alumni and the class of 189, the 
doxology was sung and the gathering 
broke up. is

Hark! a sound from heaven! It is 
neither storm, nor tempest, sweeping 
over the city; and yet it resembles a 
rushing, mighty wind, heard not only 
| in the room where they are assembled, 
but in the streets of the city. 

See! resemblances to tongues of fire, 
so distributed as to ae upon eet ee 
of each one of the whole com . 

Speciai significance is in the fact that 
the fame takes the shape of tongues, 
intimating that linguage Is to be the

+ there is a gospel, a speech of God.

| ever waged; a tongue-mans apeech to

A’tongue of fire-man’s voice, God's 
truth: man's speech, the Holy Spirit's 
inspiration; .a human organ, a super- 
human power.” s

Oratory, -literature, art, song, - each 
contributes, under the°touch of the di- 
vine Presence, its own share to the re- 
ligious progress of the racé. Fire rep- 
resents light, warmth, power, and pur- 
ity, Instantly upon the reception of the 
Spirit these men and women begin to 
give outward expression, to. inward 
praise, ran 

As Mary, at the angel’s announce- 
ment, uttered her feelings in her sub- 
lime Magnificat; or, as Simeon, at the 
sight of the child Jesus in the temple, 
chanted his aspirations in the memor- 
able Nune Demittis; or, as Zacherias 
at the birth of his son, who was to be 
the Lord’s herald, sung ‘his inspired 
Benedictus; so these-Christians moved 
by power from on high expressed their 
devotions im hymns of praise 

The only strange-thing about their 
conduct was their use of unknown 
tungues, so that people who had come 
up to the feast from distant localities 
heard them speak inthe very language 
which they were accustomed to hear 
and to ise at home. 


~What does it mean? Are these peo- 


ple drunken with wine? So some think, 
Or are ‘they filled with the Spirit of 
God? So others think. 

Tongues of flame; this is my theme. 
The first thought is that these tongues 
were sent to convince skeptical Jews 
that God was with his disciples. St. 
Paul, in his letter to the Corinthians, 
tells us that this miraculous gift was 
for a sign to them that believe not. 

The outward sign arrests attention, 
and provokes inquiry. Hasn't Galilee 
always been conspicuous for its lack of 
culture? ‘These persons have never ac- 
quired the use of a strange language. 
Since they are destitute of human 
training, whence their marvellous facil- 
ity in foreign tongues? It must be the 
divine Spirit who gives them utterance. 
That was Jewish logic, short, direct, 
and conclusive. Now a Jew would not 
falter at miracle, for miracle was con- 
nected with the whole web of Israel- 
itish history. This gift of tongues was 
merely a fresh instance of it. The na- 
tion had reachej a crisis, an epoch,— 
the very fountain-head of God’s new 
dispensation, As the first sheaves at 
Pentecost typifiel the abundant har- 
vest that was to come, so these gath- 
ered souls typified that vast company 
who were to be brought into the king- 
dom throughout thea ges. , 

Is it a wonder that such an epoch 
should be ushered in with a fresh dis- 
play of the miraculous. Skeptical 
Judaism was thus confronted with un- 
answerable testimony,—the testimony 
of persons before whose eyes, and into 
whose hearts, had come supernatural 
truth. 

Hence, St. John’s tater statement, 
“That which we have heard, which we 
have seen with our eyes, which we have 
looked upon, and our fiands have hand- 
led, of the word of life, that declare we 


unto you.” ; 
The supernatural was made real 
through human testimony. And does 
not the Holy Spirit today use the 


speech of Christian people to arrest the 
attention of the skeptical world? 

Miraculous use of language no longer 
appears; but tongues of fire, do they 
not still speak? We forget that divine 
power, power that is born of God, re- 
sides in human words. 

Why, see how it is in the natural 
world. What dormant forces await 
inan’s touch! Steam, for instance, has 
power in itself; our work is merely to 
apply it. We can harness it to a train 
of cars that speeds its way through the 
country at the rate of forty miles an 
hour. 

Gunpowéder, though apparently dead, 
has in itself power to blast the solid 
rock,or drive the deadly iron-ball from 


The electric current, though silent 
and unseen, flashes its ‘messages from 
continent to continent. 

Our relation to these forces 1s very 
simple. Apply the law which controls 
steam, and you can put it to ten thous- 
and uses. Apply the law which regu- 
lates the electric current, and it will 
light your houses and turn your factory 
wheels. 

So, friends, it is Our rrivilege to lib- 
erate and apply spiritual forces. We 
ure not required to create them. They 
already exist, and are at our disposal. 
We simply speak the word into which 
God has put the power to touch the 
minds and consciences of the people 
about us. 

We ‘paint the picture, hang It upon 
the wall of the room, and the picture 
speaks for itself. 

We write the book, and the book, un-

der the touch of the divine Spirit, 
moulds society's thought. 
After Pentecost the disciples used 


forces which God made effectual. So 
in any age of the world the humblest 
Christians may become effectual to the 
pulling down of the strongholds of sin. 
Speak, write, sing, paint the truth as 
it is in Christ; and unbelievers wiil be 
brought under conviction when you and 
they least expect it. 

Failures arise from’ =neglect of that 
power which the early Christian freely 
appropriated, : 

Isn’t the briliant reformer of New 
York city right when he says, ‘The 
apostulic church, a8 compared with the 
church of our day, was poor in appli- 
ances but it was full of fire and force. 

There was not much money for the 
diffuston of the gospel; but somehow 
the gospel was diffused. 

The rninisters were inelegant, but 
somehow they marvellously impressed 
their congregations. 

Their sermons were devoid of bril- 
liancy, but one. Sermon then converted 
three thousand men; and now it takes 
three thousand sermons to convert one 
man."’ 

Power, friends, is what we want,— 
power from on high, power that touches 
and refines our faeulties, that uses our 
dormant energies, that shines in our 
faces, that puts @ warmer grasp into 
our hands, and a tenderer feeling into 
our hearts, and a new light into our 
eyes, and a fresh compulsion into our 
voice—a power that wins men to God. 

Again, to the disciples themselves the 
gift of tongues was a proof of the Spir- 
it's power. They were conscious of the 
contrel of anew force. They knew it 
wasnot magic, not a momentary dream, 
not a fanatical impulse... They opened 
thelr minds to the advent-of the Spirit, 
and he took possession of them. His 
presence with fire in their speech was 
an unanswerable argument to theim- 
selves aS Well as to others?’ They had 
been brought face to face with a living. 
and not a dead, Christ. Hence their 
faith required no outside’ props, They 
saw; they felt; they knew: they 
spoke as the Spirit gave them utter- 
ance. , .

Jesus is His own evidence. As Bishop 
Ellicott has happily said, ‘The history 
of the gospels then. becomes a living 
history,one Civine Image ever wax- 
ing clearer and brighter; shedding its 
light on lonely Hours, coming up before 
us in solitary walks, ever fresher, ever 
dearer,—until at last all things seem to 
close, s0 near, so true, that our faith in 
Jesus and Him crucified will be such 
as no sophistry can weaken, no doubt- 
fulness becloud. / 

Around us, and about us, we feel the 
deepening influence of the eternal Son. 
All inward. things; yea, all outward 
things are transfigured and changed. 

We cast our eyes abroad on_ the 
earth; it is the earth where He ‘trod, 
and the earth seems bright and blessed. 
We raise our eyes to the heavens; Wwe 
know that He is there. We gaze, and 
faith rolls back those everlasting doors; 
and in our spirits we behold our God.” 

Once more. this gift of tongues was 
prophetic of the gospel’s world-wide 
mission, By tieans of it Parthians, 
Medes, Flamites, Cretes, Arabians; in-. 
deed, people everywhere, heard the good 
news. .8 

How long this miraculous utterance 
It was for a 
special purpose, and when that purpose 
was accomplished, it passed away. 

But what it prefigured did not pass 
away. That gift of tongues,—what was 
it but the herald of the gospel trans- 
lated into every language upon the face 
of the earth? 

That miracle of speech,—what was it 
but an intimation that the word of God 
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was to be spoken round the entire 


globe? > 

It gave a new interpretation to ..the 
Savior’s imperative command, “Go ye 
into all the world, and preach the gos- 
pel to avery creature.” 

What, says the timid disciple, preach 
the gospel to Cornelius, that military 
cominander in the proudest‘army the 
world ever saw? Yes, preach to him; 
for it is posible to persuade him to be- 
come a. humble private, if not a con- 
spicuous leader, in the still greater 
army of the Lord. ° 

Freach to that rough and coarse Phil- 
lippian jailer? Yes, preach to him; for 
he inay become a gentle follower of the 
lowly Nazarene. tenderly ministering to 
the disciples whose feet he had made 
fast in the stocks. 

‘Tongues of fire in that wicked city of 
Ephesus, where is heard the incessant 
cry “Great is Diana, of the Ephesians?” 

Yes, for hundreds who now worship at 
that idolatrous shrine shall burn their 
books of magic as they enter into the 
kingdom of God. Tongues of fire in 
Corinth, that rich metropolis of Greece, 
where men are fevered with commercial 
speculations, and society is honey- 
combed with political and social vices? 

Yes, for a part of those Corinthians 
may he induced to forsake the hot-bed 
of the world’s evil for the fruitful and 
beautiful farden of the Lord, 

Tongues of fire at. Rome,—proud, 
boastful, lordly, Rome? Yes, for is not 
the gospel the power of God unto every 
one that believeth? Tongues of fire to 
Cretes, Arabians, Parthians, Egyp- 
tians? Yes, for the gospel is not mort- 
gaged to a sect. There is no monopoly 
on it, No select and fashionable few 
can hold it by patent rights. Its sweep 
is world-wide. “And I, if I be lifted up, 
will draw all men unto me.” 

One method of his attraction is hu- 
man speech, tongues of fire. And what 
a variety of tongues! 

St, Paul takes his pen to write his 
matchless epistles, and that; pen be- 
comes a tongue of fire. ‘ 

St. John allows his fervid imagina- 
tion to blossom into superb descriptions 
of the celestial city, and that iImagina- 
tion is a tongue of fire. 

Isaac Watts, William Cowper, 
Charles Wesley turn their poetic genius 
into the-rich hymnology of the modern 
church, and that ‘genius is a tongue of 
fire. 


peerless oratories which resound~alike 
in Protestant sanctuaries and Catholic 
cathedrals. 

Raphael and: Michael Angelo paint 
their imperishable pictures, which win 
the world’s admiration; John “Howard 
and William Wilberforce direct their 
philanthropic schemes for the amelior- 
ation of the oppressed; Abraham Lin- 
coln writes his proclamation which 
strikes the fetters from four millions of 
slaves; all these are tongues of fire. 

And are there not ten thousand 
tongues, less conspicuous, it may be, 
but. not less real, and not less accept- 
able to God? 

Tongues heard in the sparsely popu- 
lated sections of the distant West, and 
in the congested precincts of our great 
cities in the pulpits of civilization, and 
on niissionary fields; in the finished 
productions of scholars, and in the 
humble testimonies of yncultivated 
Christians; in the splendid efforts of 
poets and painters and singers, and in 
the unpraised work of men and women 
whose lives amid the quiet walks of life 
reflect the character of Him of whom 
it was said in highest praise, ‘‘He went 
about doing good.” 

And is there not a ready response to 
the messages spoken by these tongues 
in our day? We are nearing the close 
of the most remarkable of all the cen- 
turies of religious progress. During the 
last two or three decades Christian tri- 
umphs have multiplied on every hand, 
In face of perils never more serious, and 
oppositions never more persistent, the 
forward movement has been marked. 

Harsh doctrines have been softened; 
narrow views have been widened; false 
interpretations have been corrected; 
old animosities among Christians have 
ceaged: a macnificent hody of voung 
people has taken hold of the activities 
of the church: human brotherhood has 
come to the front: social reform is in 
the air: and Jekus as divine Master has 
never been more forcibly or efficiently

MISCELLANY. 


The coal production of Great Britain 
amounts to 190,000,000 tons a year, of 
Germany to 100,000,000 tons; of France 

The trade in mammoth tfvory _ atill 
flourishes in North Siberia and like that 
in amber is among the most’ curious 
in the world, Here are two substances 
one part of a long extinct beast, the 
other the gum of vanished and extinct 
trees sought and used in modern life 
for ornaments and works of art for the 
human race of today, 

In opening in Great Marylebone street 
London, to lay electric cables, workmen 
came across several elm trees. water 
pipes in a ‘fine state of preservation, 
although they were only a few feet be- 
low the surface. These tree trunks bor- 
ed through were over 200 years old 
and must have been a part of an old 
water conduit. The pipes were blocked 
with silt, but otherwise were quite us- 


able. 

~ ‘The lighthouse at Corunna, Spain, is 
believed to bé ‘the oldest one mow in 
use. It was erected during the reign of 
Trajan and rebuilt in 1634, 

A lemon orchard bears perpetually. 
You always see buds and blossoms and 
green and ripe fruit on the same tree: 

The ties on a western. railroad are 
“pickled” in a solution of choride of 
salts of zinc. There are thee or four 
big “pickling” establishments at inter- 
vals along the road between Albuquer- 
que and Los Angeles. The _ process 
makes a pine tie immortal. 

During the excavation on Washington 
street Portland, Me., u curious discov- 
ery was made. This spot is some 50 feet 
above Back Bay but a few feet under 
the surface a very large mussel bed 
was found. This bed rested beneath a 
strata of gravel and on a bed of clay. 
It- shows.conclusively that at some for- 
mer period this part of Washington 
street laid at the bottom of the bay.” 

Venice has a cafe which claims that 
it -has been open. doy and night for 
150 years. 

Thirty-five men of Peoria, Ill, have 
formed a club and each member is 
pledged ito marry a widow. Fines, pen- 
alties and expulsions are provided for 
a violation of the rules. There is no age 
limit on the widow, and wnere a mem- 
ber marries a widow with children he 
receives a portion of the fun accumu- 
lated through fines.

What makes the hail is an interest- 
ing question. The process of its form- 
ation is not yet fully ynderstood, but it 
is believed to depend largely upon the 
meeting of two nearly opposite currents 
of ailr—one hot and saturated with 
vapor, the other very cold. ' 

A hailstorm is generally a merely lo- 
cal phenoménon, or at most, ravages a 
belt of land of no great breadth, though 
it may be of considerable length. A fall 
of hail generally precedes a thunder 
shower. It sometimes accompanies the 
storm, but rarely, if ever, follows it. 

When a mass of air, saturated with 
vapor; rising to a higher level, meets a 
cold one, there is; of course, instant 
condensation of vapor into ice by the 
cold, due to expansion; at the same 
tine there is generally a rapid produc- 
tion of electricity, the effect of which 
upon such light masses as small hail- 
stones is to give them in general rapid 
motion in various directions, success- 
ively. These motions are in. addition 
to the vortex motions, or eddies, caused 
in the air by the meeting of the rising 
and descending currents. The small 
ice masses then moving in all directions 
infringe upon each other sometimes 
with great force, producing that pe- 
culiar rattling sound which almost in- 
variably precedes a hail shower. 

At he same time by a well known 
property of ice, the infringing masses 
are frozen together and this process 
continues until the weight of the ac- 
cumulated mass enables it to overcome 
the vortices and the electrical attrac- 
tions, when it falls as a larger or small- 
er’hail stone.

LIGHTNING’S ROUGH WORK. 


HAVERHILL, June 21—The heavy 
storm which swept over this section 
yesterday afternoon caused extensive 
damage in the suburban .owns. - 

The worst damage reported occurred 
at Hampstead, N. H., where a barn 
owned by Wallace Noyes was struck by 
lightning. The flash was vivid and Mrs. 
Mary Mitchell who works for Mr. Noy- 
es, was struck by the bolt. She was sit- 
ting in the barn with Mrs. Nayes and 
the latter’s daughter when the storm 
proke. The rain fell in torrents and 
was accompanied by frequent flashes of 
lightning. One severe bolt struck the 
barn, shattering several rafters. 

Directly below the women were seat~- 
ed, and the bolt struck Mrs. Mitchell on 
the right shoulder. It passed down her 
body, paralyzing her entire right side. 
The bolt also tore off her shoe leaving it 
on the barn flaor. She was rendered un- 
conscious by the bolt, and Mrs. Noyes 
and hr daughter wére also blinded for 
a few minutes by the flash. After re- 
covering from, their terror and fright 
Mrs. Noyes and*her daughter removed 
Mrs. Mitchell to the house and medi- 
cal aid was summoned. 

She soon recovered consciousness but 
it is feared ‘that she will never fully 
recover from the shock. After passing 
down her body the bolt passed through 
the floor into the ground. A calf in the 
barn was killed.
